Whenevw the^aMnce'rOf Wnjps can: 


escape from the duties -whiel* devolve) 
upon him — and surely at times there 4* 
no^harder-avorking^ man await tho 
Queen's dominions — ho flies to Sand- 
ringham for ropose ftnd recreation, 
finding special pleasure in intercourse 
•with soldiers, sailors, diplomatists, art- 
iats, and leading the life ol ft country 
gentlemen, ke«n after sport, unfailing 
in his benevolence, solleitous'about the 
welfare of the dwellers on his land, and 
looking after the education of their 
children and the comfort oJ their 
homes. That this is not an exaggerated 
abstract of what the 1'rmce does will 
surely bo testified by any who have 
ever been in the district, and have 
learned m what way the Prince of 
Wales discharges his duties as a land- 
lord. The interest he takes in agri- 
culture and tho improvement of stock 
has been rewarded by prizes which 
havo beon received at agi icultural and 
cattle shows; and it has been found 
compitiblo with tin1 preservation of an 
extraordinary quantity of game to havo 
good crops and contented neighbor5). 
But the Haics and Rabbits Bill perhaps 
lias had not such full play within tho 
limits of Sandrinq;hani chase aa ju 
other parts of Norfolk. 


At Sandungham the Prince and 


Puncess of Wales load tho quiet, well- 
ordered, tranquil, yet busy life of an 
English gentleman and his wife, s*ur- 
roundod, nevertheless, by some of tho 
state which is inseparable from their 
position. Thcro is at tho gate by the 
janitor a blue-coated, hclmetcd person- 
aou, familiar with the discipline o£ 
Scotland Yard, to look attcr vagrom, 
nii'n and women, and tho broad path* 
and slnubbenes between tho Cottage 
and tlio Hall aro under the eye of other 
members of tho force. But the penalty 
which greatness pays tor security is 
not VPI> heavy, and nmiisteis in Lon- 
don or on their travels in thp threa 
kingdoms aro sutr|i>cted to tho disagie- 
nii'iU of being looked alter by consta- 
bles. Tho royal palaces filled with 
treasuies of price noi-d protection M 
much as public museums, etc., and 
their inm.atus, moi cover, are especially 
exposed to the onslaughts, aggrcbsiana 
and importunate attempts of the wide- 
ranging guerrilla of lunatic, weak- 
miiuted folk to whom the members o< 
loyal families offer irresistible attrac- 
tions. I remember one annoying old, 
pel-son who sent me by e\erymail to 
the Crimea in 1854-0 boxes of tracts 
nnd prophecies, with long letters, ia 
winch she described hersolf as "Proph- 
etess to the Queen of England, the 
Prmcn Consort of England nod tho 
Elect," and I own I was very much 
pleased when I read of her being taken 
caro of before I returned; but tho race 
h not extinct, and all sorts of mad 
people try from tirno to timo to bur»t 
an upon Windsor, Balmoral, Sandring- 
Jiam, 
Osboine or Abergeldie — yes, 


even in the valley of the Dee. But IB 
these days there must be warders al 
tho gate as there were m days of old. 


Although many of the largpr kind* 


of birds, whicb.'Onoe gave a peoulmi 
interest to the Norfolk wastes, such a? 
the great bustard and >the wild bwan, 
•have disappeared, the pre-eminence of 
tha county for sporting purposes in 
still maintained; and oven if there- b« 
'districts in which the partridges are 
tfiro rata more numerous, the soil ol 
Norfolk and the disposition of the farms 
aro generally exceedingly 
favorable 


to plenty of birds, and m no placo do 
pheasants thuve better. 
Tho co"iigu 


ration of tho coast and tho wastes ol 
mero and marsh are favorable to great 
gatherings of sea birds and wild fowl; 
and although the salmon is not heaid 
oi as it was m the days when the Cor- 
poration of Lynn made presents of fisli 
to the neighboring lords, and th^ 
fctrcann are not adapted for trout, there 
is an abundance of white-fish, and tha 
ponds and still deeps aro full of pike. 
frhe Prince, however, is not an enthu- 
siastic angler, and is quite content with 
the sport which is afforded to him by 
,tho East Norfolk bounds, by his own

Mil. GLADSTONE'S SPEKCH IN THE HOUSE 


0* COMMONS. 


LONDON, April 28.—The credit of $55,- 


000,000 was voted by the House o! Com- 
mons, after one of the most powerful and 
telling speeches ever delivered by Mr. 
Gladstone. The Premier was cheered to 
the echo, both during the delivery and at 
the close of the speech. 
lie was also 


most enthusiastically cheered when leav- 
ing Iho House of Commons. 
After the 


speech, Mr. Gladstone brought up the 
subject ol the vote of credit asked for by 
the Government on the army and navy 
accouot, and said ho hoped the motion to 
divide tho credit would not bo pressed. 
Tho Government, he said, would not de- 
vote any portion of the money voted for 
particularly for purposes In the Soudau, 
bat would reserve the discretion to apply 
tho money taken for the Soudan account 
for tho purposes o{ special preparations. 
lie urged that tho House vote the Gov- 
ernment tho entire 855,000,000 en bloc. 
The proposal to separate the Sou-Ian 
credit from the credit for special prepar- 
ations was rejected by a vote of aa'J, 
against 180. The House then entered 
luto committee of supply, and Mr. Glad- 
stone proceed to explain the object oE the 
vote of credit. In movluf? the vote of 
credit Mr. Gladstone said tho Govern- 
ment considered it necessary to have the 
cnil e resources of tho Empire well in 
band lur use and application wherever it 
may be required. Events since the iJall 
of Khartoum have shown that El Mahdi's 
power has collapsed.

How Cholera Spreads. 


At a meeting of the Society of Medical 
unaprudenoe, in New York City on 
?hnrsdoy lost, Dr. Vanderpoel gave a lec- 
ure on "Cholera." Dr. Vanderpoel said 
uat sixty years ago the disease now called 
holera was not known cither in America 


Europe. 
Much in the origin and 


pread ot epidemic disease still remains a 
mystery. When cholera appeared in 1831 
he first thing discovered was that the 
isease spread no faster than man could 
ravel. This was the first fact establish- 
ed. The actual place of origin has not 
ieen learned but it has been traced to In- 
ia, where it has existed for centuries, 
.'here end elsewhere the disease develops 
ts worst phases where there are the larg- 
st aggregations of individuals with the 
ccompanying habits of unoleanliness. 
'o whatever portion of tbe world the dis- 
aae extends it spreads no faster than it 
s carried by individuals. It is not car- 
ied by the winds. Cholera is a specific 
isease. All the evidences point to the 
xistence of n fpeoifio gorm, and science 
as demonstrated its existence. An in- 
pection of the luggage of all passengers 
oming to Ibis country should be at once 
nstituted by this government. The in- 
pection should be made upon cmbarka- 
ou as well as upon arrival. All soiled 
lothing should be cleansed, and the germ 
f the disease thus destroyed. If we wait 
ntil its arrival to our shores it will be too 
ate. The time has come when immedi- 
te action must bo taken. It need not 
ecesaarily occur that cholera visits our 
nores this year. But all measures to 
lace our city in a proptr sanitary condi- 
on should be undertaken.
